e FEAR — A DESTROYER 


By D. C. BOATWRIGHT 


TEXT: “But the fearful, and unbelieving, and the 
abominable, and murderers, and whoremongers, and sor- 
cerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall have their part 
in the lake which burneth with fire and brimstone: 
which is the second death,” Revelation 21:8. 





SHOULD LIKE to call your attention to two 
words of this text, “fearful” and “unbelieving.” 
Met: will be sent to hell for these two things, 
fear and unbelief. We hear some saying that 
this is a terrible text. We answer that fear 
and unbelief are terrible, also, perhaps more so than 
many have realized. 

In Luke 21:26 we read these words, “Men’s hearts fail- 
ing them for fear, and for looking after those things 
which are coming on the earth: for the powers of heav- 
en shall be shaken.” That there is to be a fearful time 
on earth in these last days, the Word bears record, and 
that those days are here, none should deny. 

Again we read in The Song of Solomon 3:8, “They all 
hold swords, being expert in war: every man hath his 
sword upon his thigh because of fear in the night.” What 
a contrast this is to Isaiah 26:3, “Thou wilt keep him in 
perfect peace, whose mind is stayed on thee: because he 
trusteth in thee.” Many men are failures today because 
of fear. They fear failure, and as a result they fail. The 
man who is afraid of his position generally does not 
keep it very long. 

Fear renders a person less efficient, makes him unsure 
of himself. The result is that work comes below par, de- 
partment heads call him into the main office and tell 
him of his mistakes and lack of ability. He is discharged 
and goes down the street talking about the rotten politi- 
cal racket that caused him to lose his position. The fault 
really was fear. 











Henry FORD once said, “Whether you be- 
lieve you can do a thing or not, you are right.” Some be- 
lieve they can, and do it; others believe they cannot, and 
are unable to get it done. 

Inez Clark Thorson once said in a poem: 

“Weep not when beauty fades 

And youth is gone down Time’s swift flowing tide. 

But weep, I say, put mourning on, 

When faith and hope have died. 
I have heard men talk of their problems with trembling 
voices, and as an observer I knew about ninety per cent 
of it was caused by fear. As I looked at their problems 
from my point of view, I saw that without fear it could 
easily be corrected or fixed so it could be turned into suc- 
cess. No doubt, there are those who have looked at my 
problems and have seen that the only things needed to 
correct thém was to lose my fears. Why not get rid of 
your fears? 


» Men who say, “I have no place to preach, and no place

go,” should change their attitude toward their God

and fellow man and laugh instead of crying when things 
go against them. Fear will destroy your ministry, your 
future, your usefulness, and your peace of mind. This is a 
proved fact. The days that are past will bear me out in 
this statement. 

Men who are fearful do not have peace. The Word says 
in 1 John 4:18, “There is no fear in love; but perfect love 
casteth out fear: because fear hath torment. He that 
feareth is not made perfect in love.” 


Fear will destroy your health. Many of the 
diseases of today are caused by a mental condition. Dr. 
White of Saint Elizabeth Hospital in Washington, D. C., 
states that every other bed in every hospital and sana- 
torium in the United States is caused by mental worry. 
JOb 3:25, “For the thing which I greatly feared is come 
upon me, and that which I was afraid of is come unto 
me.” This is the biography of millions. Worry and fear 
has reduced many to a wrecked derelict on the shores of 
time. 

We see a woman who was once beautiful; now her 
beauty has fled. We ask, “What has happened to her? 
She looks terrible.” We often get this answer, “Fear; she 
is afraid.” Fear robs one of his beauty and health. Gen- 
erally those who are afraid and spend their time worry- 
ing about their health, afraid that they will die with a 
cancer, often do die with a cancer, because worry will 
bring one on quicker than anything else in the world. 

Allow me to show you the benefits of Mark 11:24, 
“Therefore I say unto you, What things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believe that ye receive them, and ye shall 
have them.” Faith will drive fear out of your life, or fear 
will drive faith out. This is what so often happens to 
many: their faith cannot work because they are afraid. 
The cause of so much worry, trouble, and failure is that 
fear has control in one’s life, and he cannot fully trust 
God for success. Yes, fear destroys faith. One cannot re- 
ceive healing when he is filled with fear. 

In Luke 8:50 Jesus told the father of the little girl 
who was dead, “Fear not: believe only.” We sing, “Only 
believe, all things are possible, only believe.” This simply 
means that our faith is not to be mixed with anything 
else—no doubt, worry, or fears; not even be anxious! 
Faith mixed with fear is powerless, dead. 2 Timothy 1:7, 
“For God hath not given us the spirit of fear; but of 
power, and of love, and of a sound mind.” Isaiah 7:4, 
“And say unto him, Take heed, and be quiet; fear not.” 
Again 1 John 4:18, “There is no fear in love; but perfect 
love casteth out fear: because fear hath torment. He 
that feareth is not made perfect in love.” The very pres- 
ence of fear proves that something is wrong. Let’s get 
rid of it. 


THERE IS another great lesson found in 
Luke 8:23-25, “But as they sailed he fell asleep: and

g: GIVING THE FAMOUS GETTYSBURG ADDRESS, 
at the dedication of the National Cemetery at Get- 
tysburg, Pennsylvania, Abraham Lincoln spoke words 
of wisdom which need to be resounded today when he said, 
“All men are created equal.” In the sight of God there is no 
respect of persons; all men are created equal! We suddenly 
realize that we are each just one of those people who have 
responded to the call made to “whosoever will,” but we are 
one! What a lesson to learn when we come to the realiza- 
tion that in the sight of the Lord there are no BIG “TI’s” or 
little “yous.” We find ourselves in the dust of humility, 
recognizing God as the Supreme Being and everyone else 
responsible unto Him for his stewardship. We then under- 
stand there is not a God just for people of high social rank 
and another for the lower class, but that the almighty God 
is above and over every person in the world, regardless of 
his standing in life. 

Some feel themselves to be select, and like to group 
themselves in a select group, making themselves (and try- 
ing to make others) believe they are the selected few in the 
sight of God. These people feel they can do just about as 
they please, that they are so important even God caters to 
their whims and desires. Jesus Christ never did and never 
will cater to any certain group or individual! When Nico- 
demus came to Jesus, the fact that he was a ruler of the 
Jews didn’t make Jesus soft-soap, bow down, or try to 
make the way any easier for him than for anyone else. 
He plainly told Nicodemus, “Ye must be born again.” Just 
like anybody else; no difference! Matthew was a tax col- 
lector, but that made no difference. Peter, a chosen disci- 
ple, was just a fisherman. Other men chosen of the Lord 
were found doing work similar in importance. But the fact 
remains: whether they were a ruler, tax collector, fisher- 
man, maker of tents, or whatever they were doing, to fol- 
low Jesus they all had to “take up their cross and follow 
Him.” They came to know that they were not the Master, 
but the servant! Oh, that men could realize that today! 
Some, whose greatest desire and ambition is to rule and to 
be looked up to, if they would only humble themself as 
John did, giving the heart-searching testimony, saying, 
“He must increase, but I must décrease.” Continuing he 
said, “HE THAT COMETH FROM ABOVE IS ABOVE ALL 
.-;” St. John 3:30, 31. 

An outstanding example of the equality of man is re- 
corded in 2 Kings, the 5th chapter, where we find the 
story of Naaman. Naaman was a great man in his coun- 
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try. He was captain of the host of the king, a great man 
with his master, honorable, and a mighty man of valor. 
There was only one depressing thing about Naaman: he 
was afflicted with the disease called leprosy. te wid the 
king of Syria of this affliction. The king of Syria sent a 
letter to the king of Israel asking him to <ure Naaman of 
his leprosy. For this service he sent aiong ten talents of 
silver and six thousand pieces of s0ld. The king of Israel 
was so upset when he received the letter that he tore his 
clothes. He knew he had no power to cure leprosy. He 
didn’t seem to know that in Israel there was one called 
Elisha, a man who trusted God and believed in His power 
to strengthen even a man of little note to do tasks which 
seemed impossible to the king. When Elisha heard of the 
situation he sent word to the king to send Naaman to him. 
So, Naaman, captain of the host of the king of Syria, in 
his chariot drawn by five horses stood at the door of 
the house of Elisha. Elisha sent a messenger out to Naa- 
man, saying, “Go and wash in Jordan seven times, and thy 
flesh shall come again to thee, and thou shalt be clean.” 
Naaman, a man who thought himself to be just a little 
better than most people, stood astonished, embarrassed 
and angry! He just couldn’t feature himself dipping in 
muddy Jordan one time, to say nothing of seven times. He 
wanted to be healed, but he wanted his healing the nice 
way. His servants began to reason with him, saying, “If the 
prophet had bid thee do some great thing, wouldest thou 
not have done it?” One of Naaman’s good points was that 
he would listen ‘to reasoning. He suddenly realized that to 
receive the desired blessing from God he would have to 
yield to God’s will! He yielded, and was cleansed. 


SOME today, as Naaman of old, want the 
blessings of God, but they want them in a nice way. They 
have in their minds just how they want to receive the ex- 
periences of the Lord, and they often miss receiving God’s 
blessings because of their own pride. It might be well for 
us to read and reread 1 John 2:16, 17, “THE PRIDE OF 
LIFE IS NOT OF THE FATHER, BUT IS OF THE WORLD 
AND THE WORLD PASSETH AWAY, AND THE LUST 
THEREOF: BUT HE THAT DOETH THE WILL OF GOD 
ABIDETH FOREVER.” Let us not forget from whence we 
have come. In the book of Deuteronomy Moses counsels 
with the children of Israel in view of their impending en- 
trance into their ‘promised land,’ and warns them that 
they should not forget how God blessed and prospered 
them as they wandered through the wilderness. When they 
walked into houses full of good things, plenty to eat, and 
all that one could desire, he said, “When thou shalt have 
eaten and be full; THEN BEWARE LEST THOU FORGET

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“Other Little Ships”

| N April 15, 1912, the $10,000,000 luxury liner 

Titanic went down, and the cries of more 

' than 1,500 people were silenced by the chill, 

; green waters that washed over the so- 

called unsinkable queen of the sea. Only 

711 of the 2,225 passengers and crew who 
sailed on the vessel’s ill-fated voyage survived. 


Listed as the greatest and most dramatic of all peace- 
time marine disasters in history, this 60,000-ton, floating 
hotel slid with a grinding wrench along the jagged top of 
an iceberg in the Atlantic Ocean about 500 miles south 
of Newfoundland and approximately 1,600 miles east of 
New York. 

The passengers, including millionaires, diplomats, and 
many of the best known personages of America and 
Europe, felt only a slight shock. 

That night the sky was bright with stars and the sea 
was calm. There was no immediate alarm. In the ball- 
room the band played on, the passengers danced. The in- 
toxicating goblet was passed freely around to the 
thoughtless assembly. Any slow, mounting fears were 
quelled with the laughing assurance, “Why, the Titanic 
cannot sink! There are fifteen watertight steel compart- 
ments. We would have to be wrecked fifteen times to go 
down.” 

But slowly the great ship settled; and out of the mid- 
Atlantic darkness, amid the heart-gripping cry of im- 
pending disaster, the captain, seeing the handwriting on 
the wall, sent out frantic calls for help. The calls grew 





weaker, then silence—dead silence—as the world waited, 


stunned, incredulous, hour after hour, until at last word 
came that the news that couldn’t be true was true! 

Out there on the sea the lifeboats struggled desperately 
to pull away from the sucking whirlpool of the vanishing 
ship. As the survivors struggled in the icy waters, they 


‘heard the ghostly echo of the ship’s orchestra playing 
- “Nearer, My God, to Thee” above the shrieks of the dying 





in the eddying whirl of the ill-fated ship. 


WHEN we think of this great disaster, our 
attention is focused almost entirely upon the great num- 
bers who perished, with little thought for those who sur- 
vived. 

The 4th chapter of Mark, verses 35-41, records a scene 
similar to that above, which took place on the Sea of Gal- 
ilee. After a very busy day teaching and preaching, Jesus, 
with His disciples, entered into a boat and said, “Let us 
pass over unto the other side.” The sky was clear, the 
sea was calm and serene as they set sail in obedience to 
the Master’s command. 

But sometime during the night “there arose a great 
storm of wind, and waves beat into the ship, so that it 
was now full.” In their despair, the disciples awoke the 
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Master, who was asleep in the hinder part of the ship, 
and said, “Carest thou not that we perish?” In answer to 
their cry of distress, Christ arose, rebuked the wind, and 
said unto the sea, “Peace, be still.” The Bible says that 
the winds ceased and there was a great calm. Thus, the 
disciples, because they. had Christ with them in their 
boat, were able to reach the other side safely. 


Bur WAIT! The story does not end here. 
Mark reminds us that there were also “other little ships” 
on the stormy sea that same night. What became of 
them? Were they, too, able to reach the other side? Did 
they turn back, or did they perish beneath the angry 
waves? While we have no record of the fate of the “other 
little ships,” of this one thing we are certain: those who 
had Christ with them made it safely to the other side. 

Yes, it is wonderful to have Christ in our ship to calm 
the storm and pilot us safely to the other side. We are 
certain of our goal. But what about these “other little 
ships”? Are we concerned about them? How can they 
possibly reach the other side without Christ? 

As the Titanic was sinking, the lifeboats were filled 
with passengers. The tragedy of it all was this: Because 
of overconfidence and false security, the ship did not 
carry sufficient lifeboats. Thus, when the fatal hour 
struck, nothing could be done to rescue the multitude. It 
was neglect on the part of those who designed the ship 
which caused this great number to perish. 

While attending a parish convention in the remote 
section of the Island of Jamaica, I was asked to speak 
in behalf of missions. They wanted to raise $70 in order 
to buy a tent to start a work in the most prominent town 
in that parish. For months the ministers had been plan- 
ning how they would get a work started there. Not one 
of them was pastoring a church that was even paying 
$25 per month. 

After my discourse on missions, the parish pastor told 
the people how much money they wanted and of their 
determination to win souls in this town. He told them 
how he had appealed to me for help several times, but 
that the Missions Board in the United States was not 
able to assist us. He further said that the field was ripe 
and that something had to be done about those souls. 
“If it means going hungry for several days, we must buy 
this tent,” he said. 

Knowing of the extreme poverty in that section of the 
Island, and moved by their appeal, I told them I would 
give an amount equal to what they raised. Only God 
knows the extreme sacrifices that were made to raise this 
amount. The tent was purchased and a meeting started. 
As a result, we have a very nice work in this town today. 

What caused them to make this great sacrifice? There 
is only one answer: they were interested in those “other 
little ships.”

Acts 9:15, 16, “But the Lord said unto him, Go thy way: 
for he is a chosen vessel unto me, to bear my name before 
the Gentiles, and kings, and the children of Israel: for I 
will shew him how great things he must suffer for my 
name’s sake.” 

The foregoing are the words of God in reply to Ananias’ 
complaint when God had asked him to go to Saul whom 
we now know as the great apostle to the Gentiles. Notice 
that Paul was a chosen vessel: In the days of Isaiah the 
prophet, when God would honor some man with the priv- 
ilege of carrying a message to the backsliders of Israel, 
the man of God first saw himself, and, as all men who 
get the right vision of themselves, he saw that he was 
unworthy, so he made excuses; but when God touched 
his lips he was ready and cried out, “Here am I, send me.” 


"7 HEN OUR LORD went to meeting, someone 
gave Him the Scripture and invited Him to 
read. He found the place where it was 
written: “The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, because he hath anointed me to preach 
the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me to 
: heal the brokenhearted, to preach deliv- 
erance to the captives, and recovering of sight to the 
blind, to set at liberty them that are bruised, to preach 
the acceptable year of the Lord,” Luke 4:18, 19. He has 
not left us powerless, but has said, in Luke 24:49, “And 
behold, I send the promise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until ye be endued with 
power from on high.” Acts 1:8, “But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem and in 
all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost parts 
of the earth.”

GOD’S MESSENGER, A PERSONAL WORKER 


A GREAT EXAMPLE was set by our Lord. 
John 4. First, He made contact by asking a favor of the 
woman of Samaria. Second, He created interest by telling 
her of the living water. Third, He worked on her con- 
science by talking of her past and present life. Fourth, 
He introduced God to her by an explanation and correc- 
tion of her statement concerning the difference in ways 
and places of worship, for said He: “God is a Spirit: and 
they that worship him must worship him in spirit and in 
truth,” John 4:24. Fifth, He revealed the Christ to her. 
vv. 25, 26. The job was done. She went to town telling the 
good news. This writer, as pastor, evangelist, and over- 
seer, has observed that the minister who is interested in 
souls wherever he comes in contact with them is a suc- 
cessful soul-winner. One state overseer requires his min- 
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isters to visit 50 or more homes a month. It is said that 
D. L. Moody literally rode horses to death in his personal 
work. A soul won by personal contact is an abiding one. 
A family won in an hour of bereavement will love and 
stand by the church and pastor. 
GOD’S MESSENGER IS TO SAVE HIS FLOCK 

Acts 20:28, “Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and 
to all the flock, over which the Holy Ghost hath made 
you overseer, to feed the church of God.” A good cook or 
dietitian looks well to his daily menu. He fixes some 
dishes which are appetizing, some that are real tasty, 
and others that are just good nourishing food. There will 
come days when it will be potatoes, beans, white meat, 
and bread. God’s minister will study his flock and be 
ready to feed their souls on a well-balanced diet of God’s 
Word. Some will need the “milk” of the Word. 1 Peter 
2:2, “As newborn babes, desire the sincere milk of the 
word, that ye may grow thereby.” The minister must be 


_careful. A child cannot eat the rations of a grown person; 


others will need to be fed stronger food. Hebrews 5:14, 
“But strong meat belongeth to them that are of full age, 
even those who by reason of use have their senses exer- 
cised to discern both good and evil.” 

Ministers, we really have a problem—to feed all classes, 
ages, and types of people from the same pulpit, in the 
same congregation, at the same time. No wonder Jesus 
wanted to know of Peter if he really loved Him before He 
asked him to “feed my sheep’”—not skin goats, but feed 
sheep. 

GOD’S MINISTER, A SOUL-WINNER 

Ephesians 4:11, “And he gave some, apostles, and some, 
prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, pastors and 
eachers.” A God-called, God-sent, God-anointed, God- 
toving, God-fearing minister will have some traits of a 
pastor, evangelist, and teacher. He is’ever looking to his 
flock. He wants to guide them to perfection, as much as 
possible. He is an evangelist; that is, he has a message of 
good news to the sinner. He will cry with the sinner be- 
tause he is lost. He will pray with the cold and backslid- 
den until their hearts are warmed and they are re- 
claimed. He can teach those who will be instructed in the 
way of the Lord. He is constantly looking for the return 
of the Head of the Church. He wants all of his flock to be

ready for the greatest event in all the world—the coming 
of Jesus. A pastor who can have a revival in his own 
church is of great value. Stand by him. Hold his hands 
up. Pray for, honor, and love him. He is God’s man. 


GOD’S MESSENGER MUST HAVE A GOOD REPORT 


1 Timothy 3. There are many things other people can 
do that God’s man must refrain from because of his in- 
fluence. His character must not be shady. He is to lift the 
fallen. He cannot do it if he himself is down. He is to 
advise with his flock; they will not accept advice from 
one who does not “practice what he preaches.” He must 
be an example to the believer, in word, in conversation, 
in charity (yes, in love and giving he must take the lead), 
in spirit, in faith, and in purity. How do you like to come 
into a community and find that a preacher has failed to 
pay his just and honest bills, visited certain homes too 
often, had trouble with his neighbors, or failed to keep 
his promise to his fellow man? “Let not your good be evil 
spoken of.” Let not the cause of Christ suffer because of 
our negligence. Let not the church suffer reproach be- 
cause of the pastor’s sins. 

GOD’S MESSENGER’S SUPPORT SHOULD COME 
FROM HIS FLOCK 


WHO WOULD THINK of an ambassador of 
this great, fair, and victorious country of ours asking 
financial support of another? Who would expect one 
man’s humble servant standing at the back door of an- 
other asking for bread? Does one farmer feed the work 
horses of another? God has provided that those who la- 
bor in the gospel should live of the gospel. 1 Corinthians 
9:7-11, 14: “Who goeth a warfare any times at his own 
charges? Who planteth a vineyard, and eateth not of the 
fruit thereof? or who feedeth a flock and eateth not of 
the milk of the flock? Say I these things as a man? or 
saith not the law the same also? For it is written in the 
law of Moses, Thou shalt not muzzel the mouth of the 
ox that treadeth out the corn. Doth God take care for 
oxen? Or saith he it altogether for our sakes? For our 
sakes, no doubt, this is written: that he that ploweth 
should plow in hope; and that he that thresheth in hope 
should be partaker of his hope. If we have sown unto 
you spiritual things, is it a great thing if we shall reap 
your carnal things? . . . Even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel should live of the gos- 
pel.” 

GOD’S MESSENGER—HIS WORK 


A minister’s first duty is to “preach the word.” The 
solemn charge from the aged apostle to young Timothy 
was “preach the word” and be ready under any circum- 
stances. To confirm his belief in the never-changing call 
of God we have his words, 1 Corinthians 9:16, 17, “For 
though I preach the gospel, I have nothing to glory of: 
for necessity is laid upon me; yea, woe is unto me, if I 
preach not the gospel! For if I do this thing willingly, I 
have a reward, but if against my will, a dispensation of 
the gospel is, committed unto me.” 

The commission given by our Lord was, Mark 16:15, 16, 
“And he said unto them, Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved; but he that believeth not 
shall be damned.” The great promise, coupled with His 
request was, Matthew 28:19, 20, “... Lo I am with you 


‘While many parables, illustrations, and explanations 


er the average congregation to understand the Word, 
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let it be understood that-any effort calculated to cheap- 
en, weaken, or change God’s Holy Word must in the end 
meet with defeat.

So God’s 
Word stands out as the one Book that tells us of God the 
Father, His Son Jesus Christ, the Holy Ghost, angels, 
heaven, hell, salvation, redemption, and many other 
great truths too numerous to mention. Preach it. Believe 
it. Trust it. Stand on it. It will save you if you believe it. I 
build you up in the truth and give you an inheritance 
among them that .are sanctified. It will comfort you 
through life and give you faith for the future. 

God has made provision for His messengers, and thou- 
sands of His blood-washed children count it a pleasure 
to pay their tithes to the Church for this cause. 


GOD’S MESSENGER—HIS FAMILY 


IT IS A BLESSED THING to be associated 
with a man of God, dealing in eternal things. There are 
many homes where the mother never knows when her 
husband will come home drunk or when she will find him 
in jail. Some children are not brought up in Christian 
homes and do not know the sweetness of a life with God 
and the Church, Sunday School, Young People’s Endeavor, 
and fellowship of good people, therefore they drift far 
into sin and many never find their way to the Saviour. If 
they do, we hear stories of their regret, of how they spent 
their lives in sin.

In Holman Hunt’s “THE SHAVUW OF THE CROSS” 
he shows our Saviour standing amid wood shavings at the 
close of a hard day’s work. His mother is kneeling before 
the chest containing gifts from the wise men of the East. 
Jesus stands erect, lifts up His arms toward heaven, and 
looks up. His shadow is cast upon the wall behind Him, 
and His mother, seeing the shadow of the cross, being 
startled in the realization of its horror, shields her face 





with her arm. Ah! Jesus from the age of twelve did truly. 


walk in the very shadow of the cross. He repeatedly 
showed ‘His disciples that He must go unto Jerusalem 
and there suffer many things of the elders and the chief 
priests and scribes, and be killed. 

The trysting place was not in the modern sense of the 
word a secret meeting place, but where hundreds met to 
fulfill the predicted eternal Word of God. Out of the deep 
South comes the record of a young lady who had been 
heard singing by a man who was able and did provide 
training for her beautiful voice. After fame had come to 
her as an opera singer, one day in New York she was 
asked by her manager and certain celebrities to sing a 
song, just any song, out of her girlhood days. She chose 
unashamedly to sing a song which she had often sung in 
Sunday School, which song is thought by many to be the 
greatest of Christendom:

IT WAS THE PLACE OF WEEPING 


Even before the multitude reached Calvary, 
there was weeping. A group of women following Jesus, 
who bore His own cross, bewailed and lamented Him. The 
words of our Lord to these women are arrestingly signifi- 
cant to those who have not yet accepted His redeeming 
love at Calvary: “Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for 
me, but weep for yourselves, and for your children. For, 
behold, the days are coming in the which they shall begin 
to say to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, 
Cover us.” 

Indeed, there was weeping at Calvary. Virgin Mary, 
mother of our Lord, together with His disciples un- 
doubtedly wept as they saw the sinless One subjected to 
gory Calvary. Are you one who can see a movie or read 
a novel and so enter the story that you weep; yet you 
can read in the Gospels the record of the sufferings and 
death of Jesus and have no tears? When I begin to read 
and follow in my heart the scenes of Calvary, it is not 
long until tears of gratitude come to my eyes and I say, 
“Thank you, Jesus. You paid the debt for my sin at Cal- 
vary.” If you find no feelings which bring tears of grati- 
tude to the Christ of Calvary—fear—yea, pray to Christ 
for forgiveness lest your heart become harder than the 
rocks which rent when He died. 


IT WAS THE PLACE OF SYMPATHY 


IN CHRIST’S most awful hours upon earth, 
when He was being offered up once for all, there stood 
one before Him whose heart was torn by grief; it was His 
mother. His greatness was proved in that He did not for- 
get her. Seeing Mary and the disciple standing by, whom 
He loved, He said to His mother: “Woman, behold thy 
son!” For a long time, here and at the wedding at Cana, 
the manner in which Jesus addressed His mother dis- 
turbed me; it seemed to lack respect and warmth. But I 
have since learned that the term “woman” was the high- 
est possible term of respect Jesus could have employed. 
Then to the beloved disciple John He said: “Behold thy 
mother!” John from that hour took her unto his own 
home; thus sympathy was shown by our Saviour to His 
mother in those sorrow-shadowed hours.

IT WAS THE PLACE OF PRAYER FOR 
FORGIVENESS OF SIN 


Two remarkable prayers for forgiveness of 
sin are recorded. One is by our Lord when He cried: 
“Father, forgive them; for they know not what they do.” 
The other prayer is by one of the malefactors being cru- 
cified with Jesus. Both thieves had reviled Jesus and cast 
their ridicule into His teeth, saying: “If thou be Christ 
save thyself and us,” but eventually one of them rebuked 
the other, stating that they were being slain for their 
crimes, but that this man Jesus had done nothing amiss. 
Then came the penitent thief’s prayer for forgiveness of 
sin: “Lord, remember me when thou comest into thy 
kingdom.” True, request for forgiveness of sin does not 
appear on the surface of this prayer, but if you will look 
closely you will find every element of true repentance. 
The thief had seen that Jesus was more than mere man; 
he had come to believe in his inner self that Jesus was a 
King, and that He did have a kingdom. His plea was met 
with this pledge from Jesus: “Verily I say unto thee, To 
day shalt thou be with me in paradise.” Do you want to 
be remembered by Jesus in paradise when death comes, 
or when He comes for His own? If you will pray for 
forgiveness, He will wash all your sins away and one day 
we shall be like Him and dwell with Him in paradise. 


IT WAS THE PLACE OF SUFFERING FOR SIN 


SIN must be suffered for; this is the dictum 
of Scripture. And at Calvary: “Christ also hath once suf- 
fered for sins, the just for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God.” The prophet Isaiah also speaks of this 
suffering: “All we like sheep have gone astray; we have 
turned every one to his own way; and the Lord hath laid 
on him the iniquity of us all.” Christ suffered for our 
sins to relieve us from the torture of a guilty conscience, 
the misery, horror, and sufferings of hell. 

In Shakespeare’s “Macbeth” we have the guilty Lady 
Macbeth crying: “Out, damned spot! out, I say! ... 
Here’s the smell of blood still: all the perfumes of Arabia 
will not sweeten this little hand. Oh, oh, oh!” Sin must be 
accounted for; it cannot be weighed or measured, but it 
can be suffered for and cast out! 

Having slain John the Baptist, Herod’s guilty cons- 
cience smote him upon hearing of the fame of Jesus and 
he cried out: “It is John the Baptist; he is risen from the 
dead.” 

George Eliot in one of her brilliant, realistic books tells 
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of a young girl who strayed from the path of moral up- 
rightness. The famous novelist describes minutely the 
ruined girl, who to hide her shame puts the baby to death 
and hides its little body in the hedge. Someone sees her 
and she is brought to trial for the crime. Compassionate 
women gather round her to comfort her, but it is too 
late. After they had talked on, and having ceased for a 
moment, the girl came in with this wild question: “Yes, 
yes, I have heard all you have said; but tell me, will I 
always hear the cry of the little child that I put to death 
in the hedge?” Hers was a violated, guilty, peace-robbed 
conscience; its cry could not be stifled. This is what the 
Bible and human experience teach us at every turn of 
life. But thank God for Calvary where Jesus suffered 
for our sins. 

“Blackest day of nameless anguish, 

Can my thankless soul forget?” 

Christ suffered in all His five senses. With His eyes 
He saw His insulting, hate-charged enemies; His mother; 
and His disciples. He heard the revilings and the blas- 
phemy. Foul stench of the spit upon His face filled His 
nostrils. Calling for water and being given vinegar, He 
suffered in His sense of taste. He suffered in His sense 
of feeling: cruel mocking, scourging, crowning with 
thorns, beating, nailing of hands and feet to the cross, 
the hours of excruciating pain while He hung upon the 
cross, and above all the weight of the sins of the world. 
All this He suffered that He might bring us to God. 
What a priceless introduction! 


IT WAS THE PLACE OF DEATH FOR SIN 


CHRIST died for sinners. “What can wash 
away my sins? Nothing but the blood of Jesus. What can 
make me whole again? Nothing but the blood of Jesus. 
Oh! precious is that flow That makes me white as snow; 
No other fount I know, Nothing but the blood of Jesus.” 

Suffering for sin was not enough; it took death by Je- 
sus to pay the penalty for our sins. The story is told of 
the days of persecution of Christians in a certain coun- 
try. Near a hundred devout followers of Christ, having 
heard of the soldiers’ coming, had met in a church to 
pray and to await their fate. They were asked by the 
soldiers to renounce their faith in Christ and one by one - 
they refused to do so and were slain. They came at last 
to a young lad of fourteen. To him they gave the offer 
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to join them, thus by renouncing his faith he would es- 
cape death. The boy’s reply was, “I will die also.” We 
have not yet been called upon to seal our testimony with 
our blood and as to our redemption it is not necessary 
for us to die for it. 

“Jesus paid it all, 

All to Him I owe; 

Sin had left a crimson stain, 

He washed it white as snow.” ; 

When Spurgeon, the great London preacher, lay dying, 
having bidden farewell to all, a few close ministerial 
friends attended him. One of them stooped over him and 
said: “Mr. Spurgeon, in life you preached the adequacy 
of Christ; now that you are dying, what have you to 
say?” Spurgeon, the prince of preachers, smiled 
and spoke just four words: “Christ died for me.” 

As the train bearing Lincoln’s body made its way back 
to Springfield, stops were made so the people could see 
their beloved emancipator. At one of the stations where 
a great crowd had gathered, a colored woman lifted her 
baby high above the heads of those in front of her and 
said: “Take a long look, honey; he died for you.” Ah! 
you who read these lines, “Take a long look at Jesus; He 
died for you.” 


IT WAS THE PLACE OF UTTER FORSAKENING BY 
GOD 


My GOD, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” Christ suffered a double eclipse: the sun itself and 
the light of God’s countenance. His cry was not a derelict 
cry, for Jesus was not to be forgotten or abandoned as a 
derelict ship, but it was necessary for God in that dark- 
est hour of eternity to forsake His Son that we might not 
be forsaken in eternal hell. 

A goodly number of Christians have been forsaken by 


their parents and loved ones for their love to Christ. May 
we, together with them and those of you who will now 
accept what He did for you at the place called Calvary, 
say from the bottom of our hearts: 

“Jesus I my cross have taken, 

All to leave and follow Thee; 

Naked, poor, despised, forsaken, 

Thou from hence, my all shall be.”

there came down a storm of wind on the lake; and they 
were filled with water, and were in jeopardy. And they 
came to him, and awoke him, saying, Master, master, we 
perish. Then he arose, and rebuked the wind and the rag- 
ing of the water: and they ceased, and there was a calm. 
And he said unto them, Where is your faith? And they 
being afraid wondered, saying one to another, What 
manner of man is this! for he commandeth even the 
winds and water, and they obey him.” We see here that 
faith and fear cannot work together. 

Matthew 14:30, 31, “But when he saw the wind bois- 
terous, he was afraid; and beginning to sink, he cried, 
saying, Lord, save me. And immediately Jesus stretched 
forth his hand, and caught him, and said unto him, O 
thou of little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt.” As long 
as he was not afraid, he walked on the water. His faith 
worked until he became afraid. Many are like this today; 
they begin to walk on the water, as it were, until they 
see the boisterous waves. They begin to look at their sur- 
roundings and become afraid, then they fail.

THE LORD, WHICH BROUGHT THEE FORTH OUT OF 
THE LAND OF EGYPT, FROM THE HOUSE OF BONDAGE. 
THOU SHALT FEAR THE LORD THY GOD, AND SERVE 
HIM.” In a day when men use psychology to show others 
their importance, and try to get others to look up to them 
and fear them, how necessary it is for us to know that it 
is God whom .we must fear; it is God to whom we shall 
give account, and not to some man! In a time when “men’s 
hearts are failing them for fear, and for looking after 
those things which are coming upon the earth,” let us look 
up to the One to whom everyone will have to account. 

In Proverbs 29:25, 26, are words of wisdom: “THE FEAR 
OF MAN BRINGETH A SNARE: BUT WHOSO PUTTETH 
HIS TRUST IN THE LORD SHALL BE SAFE. MANY SEEK 
THE RULER’S FAVOUR; BUT EVERY MAN’S JUDG- 
MENT COMETH FROM THE LORD.” The fear of man puts 
a noose around your neck, and you find yourself trying to 
please some man instead of pleasing God. Every person 
should be respected, whether he be a general official, state 
official, pastor, or lay member. The pastor of a church 
with ten members should be respected just the same as 
the man pastoring a church with several hundred mem- 
bers. The person who lives from ‘hand to mouth’ should 
be respected just as one who has a large bank account. 
Some give in offerings when an official drops in who 
wouldn’t give at all if that official were not present. They 
give to catch the eye, or try to build up their prestige with 
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some person who is in authority. Let us realize that the 
official will be judged by the same Judge the lay member 
or anyone else will. One of the most disgusting sights in 
the world is a person who will be anybody’s buddy just be- 
cause he has a little money or influence. Usually these are 
ten-cent millionaires, “big shots” who usually turn out to 
be “buck shots.” 

God has been good to us. Let us bow in humble thank- 
fulness to Him for bringing us this far. A few years ago 
we were struggling; our churches were on the back streets, 
and only small frame buildings; our preachers were get- 
ting hardly enough to live on. Now our people are wor- 
shiping in nice church buildings; our preachers are driv- 
ing nice cars; we have our educational institutions, or- 
phanages, and a well-paid ministry. Let us not get so big- 
headed, high-minded, and sophisticated that God can’t 
use us in any and every way He might desire. Matthew 
23:10-12, “NEITHER BE YE CALLED MASTERS: FOR ONE 
IS YOUR MASTER, EVEN CHRIST. BUT HE THAT IS 
GREATEST AMONG YOU SHALL BE YOUR SERVANT. 
AND WHOSOEVER SHALL EXALT HIMSELF SHALL BE 
ABASED; AND HE THAT SHALL HUMBLE HIMSELF 
SHALL BE EXALTED.” That person who realizes he is a 
creation of God, recognizes God as the Maker and him- 
self as the servant, respects a man even though his opin- 
ions and ideas do not always agree, and fears God and 
puts Him first in everything, that man is a happy, peace- 
ful, contented, and a godly man. “THERE IS NO RE-

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Our Missionary to Tunis, 
North Africa, Writes 





EAR FELLOW Laborers: 
Greetings from Tunis in 
the name of Christ Je- 
sus our Lord. We bap- 
tized one of our Chris- 
tian Arabic young men 
yesterday. After this sacred ceremony, 
which was solemnly performed near 
the palace of the Bey of Tunis, we re- 
turned home for a communion ser- 
vice which was even more sacred. 
Touched by the message of the death 
of our Lord and the promise of His 
return to earth the second time, we 
felt nearer to God and more eager to 
perform His service. 

Tunis is situated on the shore of the 
Mediterranean Sea, one of the world’s 
most important crossroads. She is the 
center from which tourists travel to 
visit the ruins of ancient Carthage 
and the present civilization of the 
Arabic people. She is the trading cen- 
ter for Tunisia, one of Tunisia’s three 
largest seaports, and the seat of both 
the Arabic and the French govern- 
ments of Tunisia. These facts make 
Tunis an important headquarters for 
Satan’s work of holding the natives 
in darkness. But these facts are 
equally important in rendering Tunis 
an instrument for God’s plan of 
bringing the people of Tunisia to a 
knowledge of the gospel. Thus the 
reasons for the conflict and crisis in 
Tunis, which is really a battle between 
the prince of this world and the King 
of Glory. 

Satan has been successful in hold- 
ing Tunis in ignorance and idolatry 
for many years. Sister Planter, in 
spite of suppression and great perse- 
cution, has faithfully delivered the 
message of the kingdom; but when 
Satan could not restrain her, 
he closed the mouths of her converts 
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by terrible persecutions and even 
death. Therefore, Pentecost has not 
yet had the opportunity to blossom in 
this dark land, but the seed that has 
been sown must needs yield its in- 
crease. 

Although we have a regular assem- 


bly, the work in Tunis is still a person- 
al evangelization and is centered 
chiefly around the Depot Biblique, 
where Jews, Arabs, and occasionally 
French and Italians come to study the 
Word of God and to pray. The young 
Arabic men are quite interested in 
studying the Bible. Their faithfulness 
and boldness is inspiring to our faith. 
The converts long for the fulness of 
the Holy Ghost, and, although we 
need larger quarters and a place to 
worship, we feel that their hearts’ 
cry is our most urgent need—the free 
working of the Holy Ghost in our 
midst. This is our daily prayer and 
our hearts’ burden. As humans we can 
witness; as divine the Holy Ghost can 
convict, invite, instruct, and lead. 

The future of the work in Tunis is 
highly dependent on the prayers of 
the Christians. Pray for the outpour- 
ing of the Spirit of God in Tunis, as 
this people have never seen, Pray, 
then believe, and we shall receive the 
promise, even here.—Miss Margaret 
Gaines, 27 rue Bab Sowika, Depot Bib- 
lique, Tunis, North Africa.

TRUE WORSHIP is not 
merely attending a church service, or 
singing hymns, or listening to a ser- 
mon, or bowing our heads in prayer. 
It may, and often does, include all of 
these, but it is also possible to go 
through the motions of all of 
these things and yet not worship. 
Worship is a recognition or acknowl- 
edgment of the “worth ship” of God. 

Whenever we truly worship God, a 
threefold result follows: our relation- 
ship to God and our relationship to 
others are affected, and there is, also, 
a very definite effect upon ourselves. 
In His conversation with the woman 
at the well of Samaria, you will re- 
member that the Lord Jesus said, 
“The hour cometh, and now is, when 
the true worshippers shall worship the 
Father in spirit and in truth: for the 
Father seeketh such to worship him,” 
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John 4:23. And God, speaking through 
the Psalmist, in Psalm 50:23, said, 
“Whoso offereth praise glorifieth me.” 
Hence the many admonitions all 
through God’s Word to worship and 
praise Him. 

Surely the Lord desires our worship 
of Him to be spontaneous from the 
heart. We can be appreciating Jesus 
and associating Him with all of our 
daily tasks in simple ways that will 
as ae bless the soul as any phase 
of public worship. One might think 
that all Christians just naturally fol- 
low a life filled with true worship, but 
not so. The enemy of our souls is con- 
stantly seeking to divert our attention 
from God and His blessings, and es- 
pecially at home where we are sur- 
rounded with work.

PENTECOSTAL FELLOWSHIP 
HOLDS CONVENTION 


LOS ANGELES, Calif. (EP)—At the 

fifth annual national convention of 
the Pentecostal Fellowship of North 
America, meeting October 28-30 in 
Angelus Temple, Los Angeles, Dr. 
Howard P. Courtney, of Glendale, Cal- 
ifornia, co-pastor of Angelus Temple, 
was elected national chairman for 
1953. Over 600 delegates, representing 
the nine participating Pentecostal or- 
emt age were registered for the 
Ihree-day conclave, attended by sev- 
eral thousand at each meeting. Other 
officers elected to participate in the 
sixth annual convention to be held in 
October, 1953, at Charlotte, North Car- 
olina, include: First Vice-chairman, 
Rev. E. J. Fulton, Open Bible Standard 
Churches, Des Moines, Iowa; Second 
Vice-chairman, Rev. Gayle F. Lewis, 
Assemblies of God, Springfield, Mis- 
souri; Secretary, Rev. C. M. Wortman, 
Pentecostal Assemblies of Canada, 
Toronto, Canada; Treasurer, Rev. H. 
L. Chesser, Church of God, Cleveland, 
Tennessee. 

The convention asked for a com- 
mittee to be appointed to investigate 
thoroughly the authenticity and reli- 
ability of the new Revised Standard 
Version and to report its findings to 
the member bodies. Resolutions were 
also voted condemning the persecu- 
tion of Protestants throughout the 
world—particularly in Italy and Co- 
lombia. A resolution was also prepared 
to be sent to the newly elected Presi- 
dent of the United States, asking him

personal representative to the Vati- 
can. Meetings of the convention were 
under the leadership of Bishop J. A. 
Synan, of the Pentecostal Holiness 
Church, who was this year’s national 
chairman. 


DEFACE BIBLE POSTERS IN 
BELGIUM 


ANTWERP, Belgium (EP)—Yearly 
there is held in North Belgium a Bible 
Day, where all Protestants meet. 
Thousands, this year, joined in the 
meetings, praying fervently for the 
conversion of the Belgian people. In 
the evening, 1,800 people listened to 
the salvation message. New inquirers 
came in consequence, requesting Bi- 
bles. Large posters had been spread all 
over the walls of Antwerp. A few days 
later most of the posters were found 
to have been covered with black paint 
across the eyes of the girl reading 
the Bible and the word in Belgian 
which means “heretics” written 
across the posters. This was to warn 
the people against attending the 
meetings, but the place was crowded, 
nevertheless. People of the area are 
praying for a Bible seminary in which 
to train national workers. 


TRUCE IN ROME 


(EP) In Rome, the Italian Govern- 
ment called off its carabinieri and al- 
lowed U. S. Church of Christ mission- 
aries to preach to their congregations. 
After a month-long wrangle between 
the missionaries and the Government, 
the U. S. embassy has urged a simple 
truce: let the services go on while the 
Government is considering the mis- 
sionaries’ applications for full char- 
ters under Italian law. 

There were still a few difficulties to 
be ironed out. When 35 worshipers ar- 
rived at Pastor Paden’s church after 
the lifting of the ban, they found 
three plain-clothes men watchfully 
occupying a near-by park bench. 
Their explanation: Neighbors had 
complained of screaming and shout- 
ing.
